Discovery of Butler's body in this shocking 
plight gave a new significance to his disappear- 
ance. Hundreds of suspects were arrested. In 
the end, suspicion narrowed down to the dis 
missed Chief of Police of Greeley and one of 
the policeman’s ex-convict pals They were 
under suspicion of being asscciated with But- 
ler in the ownership and profits of the still 
Suggestion was made that they had killed their 
former partner lest he “squeal” on them to get 
clemency from the federal authoritie 

After ex-Police Chief Seacil Roberts and ex- 
Convict George Wier were arrested. each con- 
fessed to having been present at the time Butler 
was murdered, and with having helped in the 
disposal of the body. Their stories only varied 
on the question of which of them killed Butler, 
and whether he was killed with a blow from an 
axe or from being felled with a chair 

The former police chief said that Wier killed 
Butler 
in a dispute over money, and that he helped 
Wier dispose of the body because of Wier’s 
threats to kill him and his family if he refus

Get the butter hot. Into the hot 
butter turn the strained whole 
oysters.

under the floor to the boiler. What 


is the reason for this difference? 

You have what is called 
a dry return; that is, the pipe is 
empty except for water that runs 
through it from the radiators back 
to the boiler. Your friend has a 
wet return. His pipe being lower 
than the boiler, it is always filled 
with water, and so is the pipe on 
the wall up to the level of the water 
in the boiler. That is called a wet 
return. A dry return is preferable 
because water from the radiators 
is still hot when it reaches the boil- 
With a wet return, the water in 
the part of the pipe under the floor 
cools off before it reaches the 
boiler, and more fuel must be burn- 
ed to reheat it. A dry return is 
visible for its entire length, and a

leak will immediately be noticed 
When a wet return is under the! 
floor, as is common, a leak may de 


velop and will not be noticed until 
the water level in the boiler begins 
to drop. With the pipe concealed, 
repair is then difficult. When a re- 
turn pipe passes a doorway, there 
may not be room for it to pass 
overhead, and the steam fitter will 
then have no option but to lay it 
along or under the floor.
